SUMMARY OF EXAMINER INTERVIEW UNDER 37 C.F.R. $ 1.133(b) 

Dear Sir: 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for conducting a telephonic Examiner Interview 
on May 18, 2010. The focus of the interview was a comparison of certain elements of 
independent claim 1 with Morford et al., U.S. Patent No. 7,496,661 ("Morford"). 

Applicant stated that Morford does not teach claim 1 element: "(d) shaping and 
policing the service traffic flows according to the corresponding bandwidth requirement." 
Examiner responded that the broadest reasonable interpretation of this element reads on 
Morford column 14, lines 12-21. Agreement was not reached on this point. 

Applicant stated that Morford does not teach claim 1 element: "(e) selecting the 
forwarding mode and path of the service traffic flows according to the corresponding 
outgoing aggregation path information," and Examiner agreed with this point. 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the claims in view of the 
amendments entered with the Request for Continued Examination filed on April 7, 2010.
